sporium, a disease new to this 
area, has been icported m many 
fields of Vicland, Boone and Ta- 
ma oats throughout Carroll coun- 
ty by M. P. Roske, farm adviser. 


With G. K. Boewe, field botan- 


ist for the University' of lilmoia 
college of agiiculture. inspected 
several oal fields in the area last 
week and discovered the presence 
of the disease. 


Roske said infected fields have 


the appearance of turning ripe 
rapidly. The disease attacks the 
plant at the nodes and the plant 
tissue is largely destroyed at this 
point.

cd, Roske advised the gram

Principles Remain 


Clement AtUee, the head 
of 


Britain's Labor government, re- 
cently 
expressed 
concern 
over 


the attitude of some self-described 
liberals who seem willing to limit 
and perhaps abrogate individual 
liberties if that will help them at- 
tain their economic and ideologi- 
can ends. Mr. Attlee intimated 
that left-wingers of this stripe 
can be found in the ranks of his 
Labor Party, and warned that ev- 
ery precaution must be taken to 
protect basic freedoms in a time 
of great economic 
and 
social 


change. 


The Prime Minister is to be con- 


gratulated 
on this 
courageous 


stand. But what he did not say is 
that the creation of super-govern- 
ment, such as England is on the 
verge of adopting, which 
domi- 


nates every phase of a nation's 
life, inevitably paves the way for 
the destruction of liberty and op- 
pression of the people. The British 
Labor government is itself a case 
in point. No one believes that Mr. 
Attlee or his 
immediate 
staff 


seek to break down the freedoms 
which Britons 
earned 
through 


bloody centuries. They are sincere 
believers in the rights of the in- 
dividual. But the principles upon 
which the Labor 
government's 


main policies are built are a di- 
rect threat to those rights and 
"freedoms. The enormous powers 
which the government has taken 
for itself, if exerted by officials 
with a totalitarian mentality, could 
be used to destroy representative 
government, freedom of press and 
speech— all free enterprise and re- 
sult in the creation of dictator- 
ship. 


Men pass, but principles remain. 


The Russian revolution was fought 
in the name of liberty, and the 
works of Lenin, the 
leadership, 


constantly affirm 
the need 
for 


freedom. But other men came to 
power, and every concept -of free- 
dom was' perverted and violated. 
, The rallying cry of Hitler,' 
it 


should be remembered, was liber- 
ty and democracy. Its practical 
result 
was 
the 
concentration 


camp. 


The only safeguard a free peo- 


ple can have is a government of 
limited powers, which is never per- 
mitted to dominate the economic 
life of the nation. Once govern- 
ment decides who shall work and 
who shall not, once it controls all 
the purse 
strings, 
once it be- 


comes a mass employer, the end 
of individual freedom is in sight. 
Most of Europe is now a miser- 
able example of that fact.

Green is Satisfied, Says 


State to 
Continue to 


Be Within Budget 


Spring-field, HI.. July 22—(AP) 


—Governor Green says the appro- 
priations authorized by the recent 
slate legislature, although four per 
:ent above his original recommen- 
dations, constitute 
a 
"balanced 


budget". 


The governor said last night in 


a radio broadcast that in voting a 
record §985.000.000 for the 
two 


fiscal years ending June 30, 1949, 
the legislature came closer than 
any previous assembly to holding 
within 
budget 
estimates. 
His 


spending recommendations totaled 
5949,100,000. 


"Illinois 
will . continue to live 


within its budget in the next two 
years", Green said in reviewing 
the 65th general assembly's hand- 
ling of money questions. 


Make Up Fund Dlfl'ereitre 


He said this 
could be accom- 


plished "since a part of the excess 
appropriations come from special 
funds other than our general reve- 
nue funds, and since many large 
items for which funds have been 
appropriated can be expended only 
on the authorization of the gover- 
nor".

Because of successful efforts of 


legislative leaders 
to keep stat 


spending below the billion dollai 
mark, he said it would be "unnec- 
essary for me to veto any consid- 
erable number of appropriation 
measures". 


He said the two major appro- 


priation increases beyond his rec- 
ommendations provided 
$10,000,- 


000 additional for 
the common 


school fund and 510,000,000 addi- 
tion for housing and slum clear- 
ance. He said these additional ap 
propriations both "fully approved' 
by him, were made by reducing 
other items in the budget. 


Acknowledging "some criticisn 


because the demands of those ad-1 
•ocating greater state aid for pub' 
ic could not be met in full", the 
governor replied, saying: 


"No sector of the whole program 


._' state expenditures has 
been 


ncreased over the last bicnnium 
by as great a proportion as the 
school distribution fund".

TO UNITED NATIONS 


Lake Success. July 22— (AP)— 


The Netherlands government in- 
forjned the United Nations today 
that it had been compelled to "re- 
sort to police measures" against 
the Indonesian republic because of 
continued "acts of violence." 


At the same time, it was dis- 


closed that the Indonesian govern- 
ment itself had sent a communica- 
tion to the security council. The 
contents were not known, but the 
note was presumed to be an ap- 
peal for aid. 


The Dutch note charged 
the 


Indonesians with "senseless de- 
struction," 
with maintaining a 


food blockade and with carrying 
on "hostile" and "inflammatory 
propaganda." 


"The Netherlands as the state 


with whom the sovereignty of this 
territory rests and which conse- 
quently is ultimately responsible 
for maintaining law and order 
cannot allow 
thr-.se inimical ac- 


tions to continue." the Nether- 
lands government said. 


"It has become patently clear 


that the present republican gov- 
ernment is incapable of maintain- 
ing security, law and order in 
their territory while refusing' to 
cooperate with the Netherlands 
government to create the neces- 
sary conditions thereto. 


Measures "Limited" 


"In these circumstances 
Her 


Majesty's government have "with 
the utmost reluctance been com- 
pelled 
to authorize 
the 
Lieut. 


Governor General to resort to po- 
lice measures of a strictly limited 
character. 


"The 
Netherlands 
government 


wished to stress that it maintains 
its unalterable decision to carry- 
out the political program based 
upon the principles underlying the 
Linggadjati agreement (in which 
the Dutch agreed last March 25 
to the independence of Indonesia 
in 19-19). 


"The Netherlands 
government 


confidently hopes that circum- 
stances will soon permit to re- 
sume 
constructive 
cooperation 


with the republic as desired .by in- 
numerable Indonesians in republi- 
can territory, which cooperation 
already successfully exists with 
the states' of East Indonesia and 
Boraeo." 


Republic Not Recognized 


Since the Indonesian republic is 


not recognized by the United Na- 
tions as a sovereign state, any 
complaint from Indonesian leaders 
would raise important legal points. 


U. N. experts expressed the 


opinion that the security council 
could not act on the Indonesian 
situation unless a complaint was 
filed by an independent country— 
either a member or non-member 
of the U. N. 


Even though the council could 


not act directly on the Indonesian 
communication, it was pointed out 
that some other country might 


easily file a complaint on behalf of 
the Indonesians. 


In this connection, it was re- 


called that the 
Soviet 
Ukraine 


brought the Indonesian question 
before the council in January, 1946 
in London—even without the re- 
quest of the Indonesian leaders. 


At that 
time, it was charged 


that the presence of British troops 
in 
Indonesia 
threatened 
world 


peace. The Ukrainian representa- 
tive demanded creation of a com- 
mission for an on-the-spot inquiry, 
but the council defeated the pro- 
posal.

1945 — the last year before the 
Butler laws — would be divided 
by 1946 full property Valuations 
to fix a rate ceiling. 


Then, maximum taxes for the 


next five years would be comput- 
ed by applying this rate against 
the current year's 100 percent as- 
sessments and tacking on five per 
cent. 


Tax ceilings could be lowered 


or raised 
by local 
referendum 


votes. 


Both the Little and Hodge bills 


were drawn to meet property own- 
ers' objections that large increas- 
es in tax bills followed adoption 
of the Butler laws, which became 
effective in 1946 and were felt this 
year. 


The six major local governments 


in Cook county were not affect- 
ed by today's enactment since they 
were exempt from provisions of 
the Butler laws. However, taxing 
units in the outlying partmf Cook 
county are affected.

Navy Cuts Officers 
Because of Budget 


Washington. July 22 — (AP)— 


The navy announced today an "Im- 
mediate reduction" of 1,000 offi- 
ceis becausp of budget cuts vot- 
ed by congress 


The move will reduce the num- 


ber of navy officers from a pres- 
ent strength of 47,000 to 46,000. 


Congress gave the navy $3,300,- 


000.000 for its operations until 
July 1948, or approximately $200,- 
000,000 less than President Tru- 
man had asked. 


Of the 1,000 officers affected, 


800 will leave the navy and 200 
will revert to non-commissioned 
ranks, the announcement said. 


All officers concerned will be 


notified not later than Aug. 1 
and the change will be completed 
by Oct. 1. 


Of the 800 to leave the service 


500 will be reserve line officers 
now on active duty and a smal 
number of Wave officers. About 


300 regular navy temporary line 
officers who were formerly en- 
listed men and given officer rank 
during the war will also be sep- 
arated, the navy said. 


About 200 temporary line war- 


rant officers will go back to the 
ranks.
